Boception of General Dix nt the Fremch
Court.
From the Moniteur, December 9.

Mr. John Bigelow nnd Major-Geueral John A,
Dix had the honor of being received yesterday
by the Emperor in public andience. Mr. John
Bigelow handed his Majesty the letters which
terminated the mission which he had fultilled
u¢ Envoy Extraordiiary and Minister Plenipo-
tentiary of the United States of America,

Major-Genexal Dix afterwards remitted to his
Majesty the letters which aceredited him to the
Emperor in the character of Envoy Extraordi-
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary from the
Urited Sintes of America. Major General Dix
addressed the follo wing specch (0 his Majesty:—

SPEECH OF GENERAL DIX,

Sire:—In presenting my letters of credence
from the President of the United States, | wm
charged by him to express his best wishes for
your Majesty, and for the gmsperity of the
French empire, as well as s sineere desire

that the good nnderstanding now subsisting be- |

tween the two countries may be perpetual, Tt
has always been,since the establishment of their
Government, the aim of the Uniled States ro
culiivate friendly relations with all nations,
There are especial rensons for their desiring Lo
meiutain the most [riendly relations with
France. -

They can never forgel that it aflorded to them
the most opportune and the most efficucious nid
by acknowledeing their independent and egual
runk among the other nutions of the enrth. The
two countries=IFrance during your Majesty's
relgn, and the United Stares io the correspond-
ing pertod—have made extraordinary progress
in the indusirial arle and in the applica-
tion of science to practical uses, Each on
its side ocoupying an emiunent position ab
the hetw of the clvilization of two wvast
continents, the influence of thewr sympathetic
movements, by giving expausion to ideas and
by imprinting progress upon material interests
80 important to the well-being of natious, can-
pot 1all to make itself powerfully felt, and with
advantoge far beyond their immedinte action,

OBITUARY.

General Avthur P. Hayue.

By & telegram of yosterday morning the death
of this distingulshed South Carolinian wes an-
nounced as having taken place at his restdence
in Oharleston on the 7th inst. General Hayme
was born in Charleaton on the 12th day of
March, 1700, and wus descended from one of
the most famous families of his native State,
He wias a grandnephew of [saac Hayne, nn
offfoer of the Revolution, who, being captured
near Charleston, wag put to death, after a mock
trinl, by order of Lord Rawdon (the Earl of
Moira) and Lleutesant-Oolonel Balfour, of the
Hritish army.

He was also the brother of Robert Young
Hayne, who was Govermor of Bouth Caroliug
soon alter she passage of the celebrated Nul-
lifcation law, in 1832, and whose counter pro-
clamation to that of President Juckson, fe-
mmnrlnF the law, sppeared llkely to lead to
war, until (}unrrns receded from 1s posation
on the proteciive question. The orlginal wo-
cestors of the subject of this ekotch came from
near Bhrewsbury, in Bhropshire, England, in
1700, emigratiog o South Carolina in conse
quence of political troubles,

Genernl Hayne was originally educated for a
mercantile e; but upon the on cous atinck
on the United BStates frigate Chesapeake,
although then a mere lnd of seventeen years of
nge, he abandoned all private pursuits, and,
muaking application for, obtained a commission
in the regiment of light dragoons then com-
manded by Colonel Wade Hamplon, In the
battle and victory of Sackett's Harbor in 1812
he took a conspicuvous part, and for his ﬁal!autry
during the engagement was promoted to the
rank of major, and given commaud of o squed-
ron of cavalry,

When the atlack on Montreal In 1813, was
contemplated, he sccompanied Goeneral Wil-
Hams down the 8t. Lawrence for the purpose of
tukmg partin the campaign; but the project
havi been abandoned, he =oon alter re-
turned, During the Creek war in 1814 he was
appointed Inspector-Genceral, and ordered o
report o General Juckson, which he did, serv-
ing with distinction, and acling as Adjutant-
General during the absenee of Colonel Butler,
On November 7, 1814, Pensacola was stormed
by the American army, and in this sotion Major
Hayne greatly distinguished himself, being
almost the first man to enter the h‘pauhh bat-
terlea,

In the night attack on the British army, De.
cember 28, 1814, which preceded the butlle ef
New Orleans, Colonel Hayue’s (e hud been pro-
moted to this rank for his gallantry at Pensa-
cola) part in this brilliant affair was pacticularly
conspicuous, In his officlal despatclh Lo the
War Department General Juckson compli-
mented him by writing that ‘'Colonel Hayne
was everywhere where duty and danger called.”
During the war he recelved three brevets for
gallant and meritorious couduct, and, upon

ence being declared, was retained in the regu-
ar service as adjutant genernl. His last part
in active military life wons doring the second
Floride campaign, when he was placed in com-
mand of the Tenncssee volunteers, by order of
General Jackson,

In 1870, having previously prepared himself
for the bar, Genernl Hayne resigned his com-
miseion In the United States army and retirved
into private life, Having been admitted to
practice at the Charleston bar, he soon distin-
guished himself, and in 1821 he was elected to
the Siate Legislature, Soon alter this clection
he was offered the pogltion of Minister to Bel-
gium, but from domestie cousiderutions de-
clined 10 accept it.

He, however, held many prominent positlons
in bis native State, and in 1858 was appolnted
1o the Uniled siates Senate for the purpose of
filling a vacancy caused by the death of Mr., J.
J. Bvans, but shortly after resigned the posi-
tion, and was succeeded by Mr, Chestout, Dor
ing the recent war, General Havne took no part
whatever in pelitics, While he deeply lamented
the attempr to dissolve the Union, in de'ense of
which he had 20 oiten fought and bled. he never-
theless warmly sympathized with the cause of
the South, In which all of hiz relutives were
actively engaged,

In his private character General Hayne ox
hibited many excellent traits. He was kind,
charitable, and bore the reputation of helog a
food master to his slaves. Having been horn
in 1790, he had consequently nearly resched the
tipe age of seventy-seven at the time of hig
death, As one of the prominent représantatives
of & generation now pas-1ng away from earth,
hia death will be lamented throughout the
conntry,
